Faculty Displays 
Personal Attitude 
In Reading Clinic j 

Undoubtedly one of the best ex- 
amples of the ‘‘personal” attitude 
taken toward the student here at 
St. Joseph’s is the Reading Clinic. 
Seldom can one find a program at 
any college or university which 
goes so far out of its way to pro- 
vide for the very best interests of 
the student. 

Begun in. the fall of 1951 by Rev. 
Jkmes' 4 .I. Birkley, 4 the clinic has 
grown from its meager start of 20 
students to a .point where it ac- 
comodated 154 men last semester 
and approximately 125 this se- 
mester. At its start great diffi- 
culty was encountered in obtaining 
enough interested persons to make 
the project worthwhile, but when 
impressive. results began to appear 
from Fr. Birkley’s and Mr. Sab 
v at ore Pupo’s, <frjs assistant, ..work, 
greater things were planned for 
the clinic. ~ v . 

In 1953 Rev. Ernest A. Lucas® 
was appointed to St. Joseph’s and 
immediately took over -as head of 
this work. He has enlarged the 
clinic to accommodate a possible 
200 to 240 students and is re- 

it has received from several in- 
stitutions of higher and secondary 
education. 

For All Students 

Father Lucas explained that the 
clinic has a twofold nature or pur- 
pose. First, it is remedial. That is, 
to help the student who is 
weak in reading, for if a student 
cannot read properly, he cannot 
study properly. Secondly, it is di- 
rectional. It aims at developing the 
potentialities and opportunities of 
all students. For this reason the 
clinic is for all students, not just 
for those with low index. 

The above two purposes are ac- 
complished through work which is 
divided into three fields. The first 
of these is the field of comprehen- 
sion and vocabulary. Here the work 
is done chiefly through the use of 
workbooks which have been spe-

dally designed to teach the errors 
and good habits of reading. The 
purpose is to develope more fully 
the student’s understanding in 
reading. 

Tachistoscope 

The next field of work is that of 
developing the eye-span, recogni- 
tion, and alertness by the use of 
a machine known as the Tachisto- 
scope. This phrases, digits, and 
numbers. By repeated use one can 
see several, instead of a few, words 
at a time, thus increasing his eye- 
span, etc. At present the clinic 
has 1 group machine, which can 
be used by several persons at 
once, and 2 individual machines. 

The third and last field of work 
is accomplished by the use of read- 
ing accelerator machines. The clin- 
ic’s machines of this nature in- 
clude 6 Science Research Accelera- 
tors and 4 Shadowscopes. 

Besides the above mentioned 13 
machines, the clinic also has about- 
150 fiction and nonfiction books for 
its own use. These books have been 
coordinated so as to fit in with the 
compulsory reading required by 
the English Department. 

One can easily see that great 
strides have been made, since this 
project began in a tiny room in
